He Is charged with being re­ 
sponsible for the crash that 
killed Mrs. Verona Volner, 29, 
of 908 Del Amo Blvd., which oc­ 
curred at Normandle Ave. and 
East Rd. Tuesday night. Four 
others were injured seriously '.n 
the crash.
